Puts on the Screws For 
Another Assessment. 

Banks Must Produce $2,000, 
000 More. 



Mark Hanna believes, of c 
the might of money, nnd be thinks that 
if he only spends enough of it McKin- 
ley will get enough electoral votes to 
make him the next president of the 
United States. It has already cost mil- 
lions to carry ont tho gigantio bluff of 
the Cleveland ironmaster that the trusts 
and syndicates are on top in this present 
contest, but there are more millions to 
be had, and they are being called for. 

The national banks are interested, 
equally with rll the other corporate 
monopolies of the country in seeing the 
mortgaged Republican candidate install- 
ed in the Whito House, and Hanna has 
not hesitated to let them know it — at 
least those in the eastern states, where 
he feels that he can defy even those who 
sympathize wish him, but who believe 
that a dollar in band is worth two to 
be won through an&lection. 

The national banks throughout the 
New England and middle states have 
just been notified by him that they 
must put ud onre more In nwW 
the central west may bo swung to Mo- 
Kinley next month, and, while soi 
the directors and stockholders are 
ing wry faces, scarcely any of them 
have so far dared to refuse The assess- 
ment is made systematically, showing 
the "business man in politics" in all 
his glory. Each bank is to pay accord 
ing to its capital, and tho percentage is 
a uniform oue. The sum to bo obtained 
is estimated at fully $2,000,000, which 
can at this lato stago of the campaign 
be used for only one purpose outsido of 
buying votes outright— a difficult thing 
to do under the existing ballot laws. 

Such a huge campaign fund at this 
time 1 means only one thing, and that 
is that Hanna, knowing that ho cannot 
rely on a majority of the votes in the 
central and northwestern states, intends 

o what ho can do with the 
officers— at least with those who will 
have tho counting to do. 

The News somo days ago gave 
warning on this point, and the discovery 
of the raisiug of this new fund rrom 
the national banks is proof positive 
that a wholesale scheme of tampering 
with the votes after they have been cast 
is contemplated in those states which 
are Bryan's, but which are absolutely 
necessary to McKiuley's eleotion. 

The Democratic managers at Chicago 
should be able to circumvent Mr. Han- 
na. In botrUllinois and Indiana they 
have the state* authorities on their side, 
and the enfoi cement of the law should 
be insisted on.— New York News.
